Gentlemen :  I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  Presi- 
dent of  your  Company  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30th., 
1911.  My  predecessors  have,  in  their  annual  reports,  jgiven  you 
the  information  necessary  to  enable  you  to  have  a  proper  con- 
ception of  how  the  affairs  of  your  Company  have  been  managed 
since  your  Railroad  and  other  property  was  leased  to  the  How- 
land  Improvement  Company  on  September  1st,  1804. 

This  is  the  seventh  year  since  the  contract  for  lease  was 
executed,  and  while  it  is  true  that  your  property  has  changed 
hands  a  number  of  times  during  the  past  seven  years  it  is  also 
true  that  the  assignees  of  the  lessees  have  been  prompt  in  the 
payment  of  the  semi-annual  rentals  as  they  fell  due  and  have 
manifested  a  purpose  at  all  times  to  meet  all  other  stipulations 
contained  in  the  contract  under  which  they  are  operating  the 
road. 

The  deposit  required  to  be  made  to  protect  the  interest  of 
your  Company  is  still  with  the  Wachovia  Loan  &  Trust  Com- 
pany, of  Winston-Salem,  North  Carolina,  and  remains  the 
same  as  reported  last  year,  there  being  no  reason  for  a  demand 
on  the  Lessor  for  a  larger  amount  of  securities  for  the  $100,- 
000.00  stipulated  in  lease.     Said  securities  are  as  follows : 

Eighty  North  Carolina  Construction  bonds  bearing  interest 
at  6  per  cent,  per  annum  in  denomination  of  $1,000.00  each 
and  due  in  1919,  and  Two  (2)  Union  Passenger  Station  Golds- 
boro,  North  Carolina,  gold  bonds  of  $14,000.00  each  bearing 
interest  at  4  1-2  per  cent  per  annum  running  24  years. 

Two  semi-annual  dividends  of  1  1-2  per  cent,  each  on  the 
capital  stock  of  your  Company  have  been  declared  during  the 
past  year  (January  and  July  last). 

The  itemized  statement  of  receipts  and  disbursements  which 
make  up  the  report  of  your  Treasurer  will  bear  out  the  con- 


elusion  that  the  dividends  heretofore  declared  are  paid  out  as 
fast  as  the  parties  interested  can  be  located.  From  a  careful 
study  of  the  changes  in  the  physical  condition  of  your  property 
during  the  past  year,  as  outlined  in  the  report  of  your  expert, 
to  which  your  attention  is  specially  directed,  you  will  note  that 
your  interest  is  well  safe-guarded  in  that  direction. 

Your  attention  is  also  called  to  the  reports  of  the  Finance 
Committee,  and  Auditor  in  the  service  of  your  Company.

Gentlemen :  We,  the  undersigned  experts,  on  the  part  of  the 
lessor  and  lessee  of  the  Atlantic  &  North  Carolina  Railroad  beg 
to  report  that  we  made  the  annual  inspection  of  the  roadbed 
and  depot  buildings  on  the  11th  instant,  and  that  we  find  the 
condition  of  same  such  as  to  meet  the  requirements  as  per  lease. 
There  are  some  minor  repairs  to  depot  buildings  and  platforms 
which  should  be  made  very  soon.  Some  of  the  trestles  are  need- 
ing new  ties  and  guard  rails.  The  underwork  all  seems  to  be 
safe  and  in  good  condition,  except  Trent  River,  which  needs 
some  new  piles,  and  same  are  being  put  in.  Since  our  last  report 
Trent  River  Warehouse  at  New  Bern  has  been  burned  and  a 
new  building  of  smaller  dimensions,  but  better  arranged  has 
been  erected.  The  inventoried  value  of  the  burned  building  was 
$10,000.00.  The  cost  of  the  new  building  and  the  additional 
track,  piling  and  platform  as  per  figures  given  by  the  roadway 
department  is  $14,448.75.  The  new  building  is  built  of  galvan- 
ized sheet  steel  and  has  rolling  steel  doors,  and  appears  to  be 
conveniently  arranged  for  the  proper  handling  of  freight.  The 
new  union  station  at  New  Bern  has  been  built,  which  together 
with  tracks  cost  $40,917.13,  replacing  the  frame  structure  and 
shed  and  brick  building  used  for  President  and  Superintendent's 
offices.  Inventoried  value  of  these  two  buildings  was  $4,250.00. 
The  frame  building  used  as  ticket  office,  etc.,  has  been  carried 
to  a  point  between  Clarks  and  New  Bern  on  the  line  of  road, 
and  will  be  rebuilt  into  a  house  for  section  foremen.  The  old 
bar  room  building  at  Atlantic  Hotel,  Morehead  City,  has  been 
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torn   down   and  rebuilt  into   a   section   foreman's   residence   at 
Havelock. 

We  show  below  in  detail  the  more  important  betterments  and 
improvements,  together  with  cost  of  same  for  the  fiscal  year 
.July,  1911.
